la the three months ©■f t»f»» x predicted Senator Jackson ' s nomination and election 
to the presidency (GRAUSTARK #341) nothing has happened to negate that prediction, and 
a great deal towards fulfilling it. The returns in the various primary elections are 
not the whole campaign, or even a major parjt of it., but even there the Senator's vic- 
tories, in Massachusetts' and New York show which way the wind is blowing. Senator Jack- 
son is';* when all is said and done, the. Money Candidate, and this is a lead that is im- 
possible to overtake. He is supported by industry, labor, and the military - the same 
unbeatable combination that created the Johnson landslide and the Vietnam War. 

The Honey Candidate has won the last several Democratic nominations, and there is 
no reason why this. -state of affairs should not continue, (in 1972, as the subsequent 
"Uafergate" headings pointed out, lit was Republican money that got the nomination for 
Senator McGovern, but money has no party label.) There will of course be the necessary 
theater, in the primaries and at the convention - after all, it sells newspapers, and

tion party; as President Roosevelt made the Republican ~fttms6n*\ Secretary of War in 
1940, and as President Kennedy made the Republican Kctfaftara Secretary of Defense in 
1961. (Indeed, Senator Jackson himself was offered. this post by President Nikon in
